%&.—(Special Staff Correspondent The Con- 
stitution.)—Fresh from tle scene of the first 
bombardment of a Cuban port, I can still 
hear the thunderous sound of belching can- 
non ringing in my ears. 

The fight was short, spirfted and full of 
dash, without cessation from the first chal- 
lenge fired seaward by a Spanish artillery- 
man until the last shot of the Puritan 
landed in the heart of the fort, tore it up 
with a venom which seemed to have in ita 
rememberance of the treachery of the 
Maine disaster. 


Challenge from a Shore Battery. 


While the flagshp New York, Rear Ad- 
miral Sampson, accompanied by the Cin- 
cinnati and the Puritan, were quietly skim- 
ming along thé Water, sometimes touching 
dangerously near to the headlands which 
jutted out to sea, fhere was a sharp re- 
verberation from the landward, and in- 
stantly it was accepted as a challenge to 
combat, and the American guns began to 
deliver back the challenge with interest. 

It was off the coast of Matanzas and the 
ovject to the reconnoissance was to see if 
there was any fort building along the coast 
eastward from Havana. The batteries 
which thus opened upon the little fleet 
were five miles away, yet the New York, 
which was most distant from the spot indi- 
cated, but hugging closer to the shore, was 
the one which sent the answer hurling 
back, and with the fleld glasses it could be 
seen that the men working upon the Ma- 
tanzas fortification, as well as soldiers, 
were beating anaundignified retreat. The 
artillerymen, however, stood to their guns 
with spirit until the shots from the New 
Work, the Gincinnati and the Puritan, well 
delivered, caused them to be more cau- 


tious. 
Direct Aim at the New York. 


One battery, evidently well manned, took 
a deliberate and almost effective aim at the 
New York, but missed its object and the 
missile went hissing into the sea deyond. 
For elghteen minutes the American mis- 
siles hurled destruction into the works 
around Matanzas and when, with a final 
effort, a twelve-pounder was sent forth by 
the Puritan, it put an end to the engage- 
ment and sflenced every gun. 

‘Having thus accomplished its work Dy lo- 
cating the shore batteries and putting them 
to silence, the fleet slowly steamed away 
to rejoin the main body off Havana. The 
Anita hovered around the fleet under pro- 
tection of its guns and took in the situa- 
tion with the coolness of a cruiser. It {is 
believed that every gun along the shore 
bombarded was not only silenced, but dis- 
placed. Upon reaching the main fleet the 
flagship New York, the cruiser Cincinnati 
and the monitor Puritan bore no evidence 
whatever of having been engaged in battle 
with the enemy. 

The Damage Done. 

Of course we have no means of knowing 
the damage done, but judging from the 
fact that the forts were full of men, that 
they were literally torn up by our effective 
shots, there must have been a loss of life 
somewhat equivalent to the damage done. 
J.dmiral Sampson’s instructions to all ships 
of the fleet which go out upon these recon- 
noitering expeditions is not to fire unless 
challenged, but when once fired upon to 
give the best dack that the ship affords. 

As to whether there was special intent in 
the day’s attack can only be conjecture. 
Certain it 1 that the attack upon Matan- 
gas was in response to challenge, and 
therefore was unpremeditated, but it is 
true that there is some design of which this 
reconnoitering is an evidence to keep the 
coast clear and to seize some avallable 
point when the time comes to make the 
contemplated junction with the insurgents. 
All these things being naval secrets can 
only be seen as action unfolds them, but 
the general policy is ae here indicated.

Washington, April 28.—(Special.)—To at- 
tempt prophecy in times like these is 
dangerous. 

Last night I singled out an. eminent citi- 
zen of Georgia and predicted that if Geor- 
gia is given one of the brigadier general 
appointments, he would be the man chosen. 

It looked that way last night. Then. 
Colonel Gordon was the only Georgian 
talked of in connection with this position 
of honor and responsibility. This morning, 
however, no less than three others were 
put into the lists by their friends, and all 
previously made predictions are called 
back. 

The Governor Wants To Go. 

One of these new entries is no less a 
personage than the governor of the state. 
This morning's mails brought to several 
anembers of the Georgia delegation letters 
from Governor Atkinson, expressing his 
willingness to serve his country in a mili- 
tary capacity; and his desire~ to have his 
name presented for 4 eT 
friends thought it expedient to do 80. ese 
letters were written yesterday, before any- 
body else had an intimation of anybody 
else aspiring to the place. The governor in 
writing his friends referred to his yonnpor 
training at college, and his connection wit 
the militia of the state ever since, nen for 
a long time as 4 member of the Newnan 


company, and since as the official head of 


the state militia. 
Would Resign Governorship. 
Governor Atkinson wrote his friends that 
it was his idea if appointed to 4 general- 
ship, to resign his present office as soon 
as it would be proper for him to do so. 
The governor’s letter created a decided 
sensation in the Georgia delegation. Some 
of them had already gone on record as 
favoring Colonel Gordon, of Savannah, and 
they were between two fires, anxious to 
urge the appointment of both men. Owing 
to the adjournment of the senate over until 
Monday, neither senator was here today 
and no further steps were taken in the 


matter. 
Two Other Candidates. 

The discussion brought out two other 
candidates as possibilities, however. One 
of these is Colonel Ed Wight, of Albany, 
and Colonel Floyd King, of Brunswick. 

Colonel Wight is here. He came on at 
the suggestion of Judge Griggs, but did not 
make up his mind to aspire to a general- 
ship until today. He has long been one of 
the mest active and prominent officers of 
the militia organization of the state, and 


no man is more popular. 

The result of these four’ entries, or more 
properly speaking, possibilities, is to divide 
up the delegation. Senator Bacon is strong- 
ly for Colonel Gordon, and so are some 
of the members of the house delegation. 
Several are enthusiastically for Colonel 
Wight, for whom they went on_ record 
before they learned of fthe governor's 
desires. 

Some Impressions Given. 

Colonel Wright has the advantage of 
having seen service in the war of the sixties, 
and also of having been long connected 
with the state militia. The governor's 
friends are enthusiastic for him, 
and believe he would make a 
splendid record as a soldier and 
at the same time they testify to the 
undoubted qualification of all the others 
wko have been mentioned. 

It looks very much to me as if Georgia’s 
crances of securing one of the generalships 
will be small, unless the senators and 
representatives are able to get together 
in support of some one of the candidates. 
Colonel King is but little known, and has 
but little support; the other three are, 
however, strong and popular, and it is 
hard to say upon which one they would be 
able to agree. 


WON’T INCREASE ALLOTMENTS. 


No State Will Be Permitted To Fur- 
nish More Than Its Quota. 


Washington, April 28.—Adjutant General 
Corbin said this afternoon that the sec- 
retary of war has decided to adhere to the 
allotments already made to the various 
states and territories, under the president's 
call] for 125,000 men for service in the volun- 
teer army, and that it is only a waste of 
time for the officials of the different states 
to endeavor to have their allotments in- 
ceased. 

General Corbin declared, however, that 
in no case had the allotment of the states 
been increased beyond the limit originally 
fixed, and that such a course was now im- 
possible unless the president should call 
for more troops or unless some of the 
states should fail to provide their quota. 

General Corbin said he had no knowledge

ANOTHER RICH PRIZE TAKEN BY A 


The Guido, AftefBeing Fired Upon, Surrenders to the 


Machias and Terror.

Key West, April 28.—Aside from the news of the ‘Matanzas bombardment, which 
set the town wild with joy, the event of today, practically marking the end of the 
first week of the war, was the arrival of the big prize, the steamer Guido. She 
was captured by the Terror and the gunboat Machias ten miles off Cardenas at 4 
o'clock yesterday morning, but not until after a stern chase. Five shots were 
fired, four by the monitor and one by the gunboat, though the shot from _ the 
Machias did not take effect. Two of the Terror’s shots went through the pilot 
house and one struck a long boat and the upper works. 

Manuel Rivas, a sailor, was in the pilot house of the Guido and the flying 
splinters penetrated his breast, inflicting wounds which may cause his death, 
He was brought ashore and taken to the hospital this afternoon. Captain Kich- 
fondo received a flesh wound in the wrist from a splinter when the shot went 
through the pilot house. ‘ 

The Guido was bound from Corunna to Havana with a cargo of provisions and 
money, thought to be for the Spanish troops. The Terror first sighted her and 
began the pursuit by sending a blank shot across her bows. The Spaniards prompt- 
ly put out all lights and started in a desperate attempt to run away. 

The monitor then brought her six-pounders into play and sent three more 
shots directly at her, all finding the mark. She also trained her big twelve-inch 
guns on the Guido, prepared to sink her if the Spaniards did not heave to. 

‘Meanwhile the Machias had come up and sent a shot from a four-inch rifle at 
the fugitive. Captain Kichiondo, seeing that he had two such powerful enemies 
to combat, surrendered. 

Lieutenant E. F. Qualtrough, Ensign J. F. Hubbard and two marines were 
put aboard as a prize crew and brought the steamer into Key West. As soon as 
Captain Kichiondo and his crew learned of the conditions existing in Cuba, they 
asked to be landed there. 

The Guido is a steel screw steamer of 3,133 tons gross and 2,872 net. She wag 
built by Harlan & Wolffe, of Belfast, and is registered by Lloyds ag Al. She is 
owned by Lafleach, is 360 feet long, 41 feet wide and has a depth of 26 feet. Her 
port of registry is Bilboa. THe vessel and cargo are said to be valued at $400,000,

Madrid, April 18.—The version of the bom- 
bardment of Matanzas by the United States 
fleet, eee has reached here, says: 


“After half an hour’s fight, the Amert- 
cans were obliged to retreat.” 


Little credence is attached in Madrid to 
the dispatches from New York telling of 
the bombardment of Matanzas, as the lat- 
ter “conflict with the official reports,” 
which in addition to saying the Americans 
“were obliged to retreat,” admits that 
“several men were killed,”’ and that “some 
damage was done to the town,” also saying 
that the “American loss is not known.” 

The forts of Havana, it is announced 
here, have not yet fired @ single projectile, 
the cannon shots being merely signal guns. 

Am official dispatch from Manila, capital 
of the Philippine islands, received today, 
says the Spanish squadron, which has 
taken up a position several miles from 
Manila, is still awaiting the arrival of the 
United States squadron under the com- 
mand of Commodore Dewey.

Tented City Under Lookout Mountain 
Has just Been Put in Thorough- 
ness Only To Witness De- 
partures of a Number 
of Regiments.

Chattanooga, Tenn., April 28—/(Spe- 
cial.)\—The soldiers are en the move 
tcnight and in less than twenty-four 
hours over half of the army here now 
will be in Port Tampa. 

At daylight this morning two batteries 
of artillery, E and K, of the Fourth artil- 
lery, left for the port. Orders were re- 
ceived today to send all of the artillery 
stationed here to Tampa as quick as they 
could be moved. 

There are eight batteries left here tonight 
and they will start to the port at daylight 


as the roads can transport them. 

It will take 100 cars to transport al] of 
the artillery and it will be a big under- 
taking for the roads. 

The troops of the ninth cavalry ar- 
rived tonight en route to Chickamauga, 
but they were met here with orders 
to go to Port Tampa and have just left 
for that point. 

When they arrived tonight they had been 
on the road for eight days and were thor- 
oughly worn out. They came from Utah. 
The other troops of the Ninth cavalry will 
be sent to fhe port tomorrow. 

Regiments Ready To Move. 

The Tenth cavalry has also received or- 

ders to move to Florida as soon as possible 


next day. Orders were also received today 
for the Twenty-fourth and Twenty-fif<h 
regiments of infantry to be rushed to 


before they can be handled by the roads. It 
will take forty cars to move the infantry. 

The wildest excitemént prevails at the 
camp tonight. The soldiers all believe that 
they are. to be rushed right into Cuba and 
they are all ready and anxious to go just as 
fast as the railroads can get them away. 

This belief is shared by many of che 
citizens and officers, but I have it from 
the best of authority that such is not the 
case. My informant telis me that the rea- 
son for sending the soldiers to the port is 
that it will be turned over to the govern- 
ment by Mr. Plant to De used as a base of 
eupplies. It is for this reason that the ad- 
ditional troops are being sent from this 
place to that point. While ne orders have 
been received further than the ones I have 
mentioned, it is thought Dy those in au- 
thority that all of the army here will be 
sent there inside of the next ten days. 

No News Given Out. 

At a conference of the officers today the 
question of giving news to the small army 
of newspaper men here was discussed and 
the strictest orders were issued. No news 
whatever will be given Out by the officers 
in regard to the movement of the troops 
and many of them even deny that the or- 
ders to go to the port have been tasued.

The Day at Headquarters.

The following order, issued to- 
day, establishes the hours of reveille and 
taps:

no One evir enters unannounced, This af- 
ternoon about 4 o'clock an unknown man 
in citizen’s clothes walked up to the camp 
of the general and entered as if it be- 
longed to him instead of the head of the 
army.’ The tent was immediately closed, 
something that is never done, and a heavy 
guard placed around it, apparently without 
orders. Not even the officers were allowed 
to approach the tent. 

After a short conference with the general 
the strange man disappeared as quickly 
and as quietly as he had come. No one 
would speak of his visit and officers whw 
had’ seen him denied knowing anything 
about his being with the general. 


Secret Service Man Seeks Spies. 


I learn tonight beyond a shadow of a 
doubt that he is a secret service man and 
that he came on a matter of great im- 
portance, He has disappeared as complete- 
ly as if he had been taken off of the face 
of the earth. There are other secret service 
men and an army official tells me tonight 
that it is very probably that the man who 
talked with the general was here to reveive 
otders to be carried out in the Spanish 
army or in the Spanish fleet. 

One private claims to know his business, 
and he declares-that he is here to find 
Spanish spies that are known to be about 
here, probably in the army. At any rate, 
his presence here threw the officers and 
men into a flurry. 

Quite a problem presents itself to the 
officers today, and it is being freely dis- 
cussed. The enlistment of a great many 
of the soldiers here expires in the next few 
weekseand the men all declare that they 
will not ke-enlist for a period of three years. 
They are willing to enlist for oné or two 
years, but at the end of that time they 
do not want to be forced to stay in the 
gervice. Nearly all of the men whose terms 
expire will enlist in the state militia, so 
that they can fight through the war and be 
practically free at the end of it. 

Today at the tent of Colonel Bates, of 
the Second infantry, a party of officers, 
consisting of Colonel Rafferty, Captain 
Richards, of the generaj’s staff; Colonel 
Young and others, were discussing the 
matter, and they were of the opinion that 
it would be the best thing to advise the 
war department that the term of enlist- 
ment be made two years. When asked about 
the matter, General Brooke sald: 

‘“"Mhree years is the law, and I do’ not 
gee how we can get around the law.’ 

When asked if he could and would make 
the recommendation, he refused to answer, 
and entered his tent, putting an end to 
the interview.

Geimany has given that she will observe

The apprehension as to Portugal’s 
course ‘was considerably removed to- 
day by the call of Viscount de Santo- 
Thryso, who gave strong assurances 
to the state department that Portugal 
would remain strictly neutral. 

The Portuguese minister expects the of- 
ficial declaration almost hourly. Although 
Portugal explains her delay on the ground 
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until the 24th instant, yet Great 
declared neutrality with unusual 
ness. 

The effect of Great Britain’s speedy 
action was to force the United States 
fleet to leave Hong Kong, while the 
effect of Portugal’s delay has been to 
permit the Spanish fleet to remain at 
the Cape Verde islands. 

Thus speedy action in the first case was 
harmful to American interests, while de- 
layed action in the second case was equally 
harmful to American interests. 

Attention is now being centered on the 
course of Austria. Her delay in declaring 
neutrality causes no material inconven- 
lence, as Austria has no ports at which 
Spanish ships can take refuge, but it 
closes that Austria’s strong tendencies are 
with Spain, owing to the dynastic relations 
betweerm the thrones of Austria and Spain.

WAR REVENUE 


DEBATE CLOSES 


Democrats Fight the Bond Fea- 
ture fo the Very Last 


VOTE WILL COME TODAY 


Efforts Are Being Made To Avoid an Aye 
and Nay Vote. 


GHANIMITY OF ACTION 1S WANTED 


Emergency War Measure Is Passed 
by the House Before the Discus- 
sion on the Bill Is Resumed 
Day—Discussion 

Was Warm.

Washington, April 28.—The general debate 
on the war revenue bill closed tonight after 
eight and a half hours of speech-making. 
The debate today lacked both spirit and 
interest. There was little discussion of the 
internal revenue features of the bill. 

The democrats continued their assaults 
upon the bond feature and their advocacy 
of the income tax. The latter was ridiculed 
as a substitute proposition by the republi- 
cans. The authority to borrow money w4s 
defended by them as absolutely necessary. 

There is a difference of opinion on *he 
democratic side as to whether the Dill 
should be voted for upon ite final passage 
after the minority amendments are voted 
down. A number of the democrats have 


announced their purpose of so voting, Gut. 


the majority of the democrats believe they 
could not justify a vote for a bond issue. 
An effort is being made to avoid an aye and 
nay vote on the final passage to prevent 
an exhibition of this division and tonight it 
seems probable that it will be successful. 

There may be some difficulty about the 
committee amendments decided upon today 
as under the order the bond features of the 
bill must be taken up under the five-minute 
rule tomorrow. If the amendments to the 
sections should exhatst the time before 4 
o’clock the committee amendments would 
be ruled out and would have to be inserted 
by the senate. 

Emergency Measure Passed. 

Before the debate upon the war revenue 
bill was resumed an emergency war meas- 
ufe was passed by unanimous consent to 
repeal the Hmitations upon the purchase of 
quartermasters’ supplies during the exist- 
ing war with Spain. 

Mr. Payne, republican, of New York, a 
member of the ways and means committee, 
was the firat speaker on the war revenue 


bill. 
In the course of his remarke Mr. Payne 
said that in disciplined armies and seagon- 


‘income 


ed soldiers Spain at present had the ad- 
vantage and that it was therefore the part 
of prudence to supply the government with 
all the pecuniary means necessary to rr- 
eruit and prepare our army for the fleld. 

He combatted the opinion of Mr. Sayers 
that $300,000,000 would be sufficient. Our war 
preparations were costing $25,000.000 a 
month. With an army in the fleld the 62- 
penditure would be much greater. 

Mr. Wheeler, of Alabama, démocratic 
member of the committee, announced his 
opposition to the bond provision, but said 
if it was not stricken out he would feel 
impelled to vote for the measure. 

Mr. Dockery, democrat, of Missouri, dis- 
cussed the condition of the treasury. He 
objected to the leaders ou the majority side 
picturing to the country a bankrupt treas- 
ury in order to lay a foundation for bond 
issues. 

Dalzell Supports Bill. 

Mr. Dalzell, republican, of Pennsylvania, 
in support of the bill, said that the losns 
proyosed to be ficated by the pending 
bill could not be avoided. The ordinary 
and extraordinary revenues of the govern- 
ment would not be sufficient to prosecute 
a great war. 

Mr. MeMillin, democrat, of Tennessee 
criticised some of the internal revenue 
features of the bill as esnectally cnerous 
upon the poor and argued that the 
wealth of the country should bear a 
greater proportion of the war taxes. 
He quoted Secretary Gage as saying 
that $500,000.000 was sufficient to prose- 
cute the war. As there were now in 
the treasury $200,000,000, he contended 
that a bond authorization was unreces- 
sary. 

Mr. Hopkins, of Illinois, commerded the 
bill as the best that could be framed to 
raise extraordinary revenues. He derided 
the income tax proposition of the minority 
and was especially caustie in his criticism 
of the proposition to issue $58,000,000 of 
greenbacks. In one year of the civil war 
the greenbacks had cost the government 

Mr. McClellan, democrat, of New York, 
a member of the ways and means com- 
mittee, saia@ the great mistake that we 
always made in the past when confronted 
by war had been to under-estimate the 
magnitude of the task before us. 

Mr. (Henderson, republiaan, of Iowa, 
made an eloquent appeal to the members to 
lay aside party politics and give cash with- 
out reserve to the government to prose- 
cute the war. He had believed that there 
would be no war, but it had. come. He 
despised war, but the chief executive had 
unfurled the flag and al! his brain and 
heart and energy should go to its support. 
Thus far politics had been kept to the 
rear. Together both sides had declared 
war and rallied the young men of the coun- 
try. 


Pleads for Harmony. 


“Let us not,” s@id he, “hurl them into 
the ranks of battle and the jaws of death 
with the sound of dissensions ringing in 
their ears. I care not how we provide the 
sinews of war, so that they are the least 
burdensome. But taxation there must be. 
The step we have taken has already cut 
down our revenues. All our estimates 
are gone. We need men, bullets and cash. 
Let us move up like brothers. Let there be 
no this side or that side, no republican and 
no democrat. Let us fold up our campaign 
speeches and back up the step we have 
taken by giving cash without reserve.’ 
(Applause.) 

Representative Lanhan, of Texas, said 
he had no serious objection to offer to the 
excise feature of the bill, but that the 
tax and the internal revenue tax 
would provide sufficient revenue for all 
practical purposes. 

Representative Sherman moved that when 
the house adjourned at the night session 
it be to meet at 10 o'clock, which was 
agreed to. . 

The committee then rose, and at 
o'clock took a recess until 8 o'clock. 

The night session was occupied by brief 
speeches, many of them mere pegs upon 
which members, under the leave to print, 
could hang speeches in the Congressiona! 
Record. Among those who spoke were:

Faston, Pa., April 28.—The town of Dover, 
in Morris county, New Jersey, and the 
country within a radius of twenty miles 
was startied this afternoon by a series of 
terrific explosions, the first of which oc- 
curred at 2210 d’clock. 

The explosions occurred in the Atlantic 
Powder Company’s works and the plant is 


now @ mass of ruins. 

Six workmen were killed and four others 
were seriously injured, some probably fa- 
tally. The dead are:

The works were situated In an {isolated 
spot seven miles off in a rough country 
from Dover. There were ten buildings in 
the group and all have been destroyed. 
The first explosion occurred in one of the 
packing hayses, caused, it is thought, by 
a spark from the pipe of a careless 
smoker.: The concussion set off the explo- 
sives in another packing house near by. 
Debris and burning timbers of the wreck- 
ed buildings were carried high into the 
air and fell in a shower over the remain- 
ing buildings, setting fire to the main fac- 
tory and the other five packing houses 
and the two shell houses. In a prief time 
the explostves in these buildings were set 
off and left death and destruction in their 
wake. 

The works-have been running night and 
day, turning out rush orders for the 
United States government, and a large 
amount of ammunition ready for shipment 
was stored in the packing houses. This, 
with all other explosives, was completely 
destroyed. 

The scene presented at the place was 
terrible. People who felt the shocks and 
eaw the flames of the burning structures 
flocked to the place from miles around, but 
could render no aid to the injured. The 
people were terrified and held back in 
eonstant fear of other explosions. 

A few men who were in the buildings 
managed to escape and they ran about the 
country bewildered. They could give no 
‘intelligent account of the cause of the 


explosion. When the wives and relatives | 


of the employees of the factory approached 
the burning buildings the scene was heart- 
rending. 

Tt was near 6 o’clock before the ruins had 
cooled off sufficiently to be approached and 
hefore the on-looker could be induced to €0 
near the spot. ' 

The bodies of the dead were terribly 
mangled. The head was missing from 
some, while here and there lay legless and 
armless trunks. Many of the injured were 
cut and maimed so badly that some of them 


cannot recover.

CARTER’S FATE WITH COURT. 


Evidence in Government Engineer’s

Savannah, Ga., April 28.—The Carter 
courtmartial was concluded today so far 
as the public is concerned.

The Tennessee National Guard Will Elect

Nashville, Tenn., April 28.—(Special.)—Gov- 
ernor Taylor quieted the fears of both 
officers and men in the National Guard to- 
day when he declared that the talk about 
politics controlling his appointments of of- 
ficers was entirely gratuitous. 

He expréssed his confidence in the ability 
of the officers selected by the men, and 
would appoint them to a man, umless it was 
shown that they were totally unqualified 
for leadership. 

If any officer failed he would allow the 
company to express its preference, and 
would appoint the map selected, it he was 
competent. . 


The governor further expressed his | 


opposition to a rigid examination, say- 
ing most of the officers are already 
qualified, and the others had time to 
become to. 

Taylor Will Go Anyhow. 

Governor Taylor has declared his inten- 
tion of going with the Tennessee volun- 
teers, regardless of the result of his appli- 
cation for a brigadier generalship. The 
officers of the First regiment called on him 
this afternoon to notify him of their unan- 
imous indorsement of him for the position, 
and after thanking them, Governor Tay- 
lor said he had determined to go with 
Tennessee’s volunteers. If he did not get 
a commission to lead the men, he could 
go in some other capacity, and would fol- 
low the leader named by the president. 

Hundreds of telegrams indorsing Gov- 
ernor Taylor have been sent to Washington, 
and national guard officers and privates 
are for him to a man. 

Will Elect Their Colonels. 

Orders were issued to the Second regi- 
ment tonight to elect a colonel tomorrow. 
Kellar Anderson will be elected. The Sec- 
ond regiment will be brought here from 
Memphis Gaturday. The Third regiment 
will remain in east Tennessee until it is 
ascertained whether mobilization is to be 
at Nashville or Chattanooga.

GO TO CUBA OR STAY AT HOME 


The Latter Afternative Was the One 
Accepted. 


ONLY WINETEEN MEN WERE WILLING 


The Chatham Artillery Is Considering 
the Proposition To Go—Likely 
Whole Command Will Go. 


Columbus, Ga., April 28.—(Special.)—This 
afternoon Captain Garrard, the command- 
ing officer of the Columbus Guards, receiv- 
ed a communication from Colonel Lawton 
instructing him to give his company an 
opportunity to volunteer in the United 
States army. 

Pursuant to these instructions there was 
a meeting of the eompany tonight, at 
which fifty-seven out of the membership 
of sixty-eight were present. Captain Gar- 
rard invited all who desired so to enlist in 
the army, stating that the company or- 
ganization would remain intact in case its 
members volunteered, the company to be- 
long to either the regiment under Colonel 
Lawton or Colonel Brown and retaining 
its present officers. 

They Decline lo Go. 

To this proposition the three commis- 
sioned officers and nineteen men stepped 
forward, thus signifying their willingness 
to enlist under these conditions. The min- 
imum number to be accepted as a company 
being thirty-two, the action of the com- 
pany was a rejection of the proposition. 
Captain Garrard then asked how many 
men would be willing to volunteer to de- 
fend Georgia and the United States and 
not to go to Cuba. Under the first propo- 
sition the volunteers could have been car- 
ried anywhere. To the second proposition 
forty-three men stepped forward. 

It is useless to deny that the un- 


certainty that has existed recently in 
regard to the disposition of the state 
troops and the disorganizing efféct of 
breaking up the regimental commands 
and depriving the men of the field 
officers of their choice has had a dam- 
pening effect on the ‘military ardor of 


the state troops. 

“No one for a moment doubts but that a 
call for the Second regiment by Colonel 
Wiley would have met with an enthusiastic 
response,”’ said an officer of the Columbus 
guards, after tonight's meeting. 

Chatham Artillery Ready. 

Savannah, Ga., April 28.—(Special.)—Upon 
receipt of a letter today from the adjuvu- 
tant general, Captain George P. Walker 
summoned a meeting of the Chatham Ar- 
tillery for tonight, and laid before this 
company the question of enlisting as a 
comfand in the United States army. More 
than half the company agreed positively 
to go, and many others said they would 
answer definitely tomorrow and would 
probably pursue the same course. Captain 
Walker says if the state will send him the 
modern guns and give him a two weeks’ 
encampment here at home before taking 
his command away, he will guarantee to 
have one of the best artillery batteries in 
the country, and in addition to that to re- 
cruit it up to the full strength. The men 
are all anxious to go with the exception 
of those who would be barred by physical 
disabilities, and all they want is the artil- 
lery to put them in shape. The Chathams 
hold themselves the oldest artillery com- 
pany in the United States, and it is their 
heart's desire to g€0 as one command.

Congress Authorizes a New Formation 
of All Troops. 


COMPLETE TEXT OF MEASURE 


Soldiers Will Now Work Under the 
Three Battalion System, Begin- 
ning at Once. 


Weshington, Aprti 28.—Following is the 
army reorganization bill, just enacted into 
law: 

“Be it enacted, etc, That hereafter the 
peace organization of each regiment of in- 
fantry now im service shail embrace one 
colonel, one lieutenant colonel, two majors, 
ten captains, twelve first lieutenants, ten 
second lieutenalts, one sergeurt major, 
one quartermaster sergeant, one chief mu- 
sician, two principal musicians, two. bat- 
talions of four companies each, and two 
skeleton or unmanned companies, the or- 
ganized companits to be constituted as now 
autborized by law; provided, That nothing 
herein contained shall be construed as ebol- 
ishing the office of chaplain in each regi- 
ment of colored ticops: And provided fur- 
ther, Tnat the vacancies in the grade of 
major created by this section shall be 
filled by promotion according to seniority 
in the infantry arm. 

“Sec. 2. That upon a declaration of war 
hy congress. or a declaration by congress 
that war exists, the president, in his dis- 
cretion, may establish a third battalion for 
each infantry regiment, consisting of four 
companies, to be supplied by manning the 
two skeleton companies and by orgamizing 
two additional companies. The vacancies 
of commissioned officers in the additional 
companies shall be filled by promotions by 
seniority in the infantry arm and by ap- 
pomtments in accordance with existing 
law; and hereafter all vacancies occurring 
in the cavalry, artillery and infantry above 
the grade of second lieutenants shall, sub- 
ject to the examination now required by 
law, be filled by promotion according to 
seniority from the mext lower grade in each 
arm, 

“Sec. 3. That upon a declaration of war 
by congress, or a declaration of congress 
that war exists, the enlisted strength of 

a company, troop, and battery, respective- 
ly, may, in the discretion of the president, 
be increased to comprise not exceeding: 

“For each company of infantry: One 
first sergeant, 1 quartermaster sergeant, 4 
sergeants, 6 corporals, 2 musicians, 1 arti- 
ficer, 1 wagoner, and 84 privates; total en- 
listed, 100. Provided, That in the event of 
a call by the president for either volunteers 
or the militia of the country the president 
is authorized to accept the quota of troops 
of the various states and territories, includ- 
ing the District of Columbia and Indian 
territory, as organized under the laws of 
the states and territories, including the 
District of Columbia, 

‘In companies, troops and batteries, each 
to contain, so far as practicable, the num- 
ber of enlisted men authorized in this act 
for each arm of the service, and battalions 
of not less than three such companies and 
r@giments ‘of not less than 10 nor more than 

such. companies; but this proviso shall 

»ply to companies, troops, batteries, bat- 

lions and regimental organizations, and 
none other: Provided further, That in vol- 
unteer organizations received into the ser- 
vice under this act and existing laws one 
hospital steward shall be authorized for 
each battalion. 

“For each troop of cavalry: One first 
sergeant, one quartermaster general, 6 ser- 
geants, 8 corporals. 2 farriers and black- 
smiths, 2 trumpeters. 1 saddler, 1 wagoner, 
i8 privates; total enlisted. 100. 

“For each battery of heavy artillery: One 
first sergeant, 22 sergeants. 10 corporals, 2 
musicians, 2 artificers, 1 wagoner, 162 pri- 
vates; total enlisted, 200. 

‘For each battery of fleld artillery: One 
first sergeant, 1 quartermaster sergeant. 1 
veterinary sergeant, 6 sergeants, 15 cor- 
— 2 farriers, 2 
musicians, 1 wagoner, ‘ - 
listed, 178. goner, 14] privates; total en 

“For each company of engineers: One 
first sergeant, 10 sergeants. 10 corporals, 2 
musicians, 64 first-class privates, 63 second- 
class privates; total enlisted 150. 

In tfme of war there shall be added to 
the signal corps of the army ten corporals, 
100 first-class. privates, and forty seeond- 
class privates, who shall have the pay and 
allowances of engineer troops of the same 
grade. 

The quartermaster and veterinary ser- 
Feants provided for in this section shall 
have the pay and allowance of sergeants 
of their respective arms. y 

‘Sec. 4. That when recruited to their war 
strength the president may add one second 
lieutenant to each battery of artillery; such 
offices to be filled by appointments as pre- 
scribed by existing law.

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The Militia, the Law and the Shake-Up 
The call for Georgia troops to serve 
in the war against Spain has demonstrat- 
ed one of two things—either that the 
law under which the people have been 
taxed $25,000 a year for ten years to sup- 
port the militia organizations is outra- 
geously inefficient, or that the present 
shake-up that has been decided on does 
@ grievous wrong to the militia, as at 
present constituted. 

Now the thoughtful citizen may come 
to either one of the two conclusions, and 
he will still find that it is far from a hap- 
py one. He will still find himself in 
the arms, as it were, of surprise and ir- 
ritation. 

Heretofore there has been no com- 
plaint as to the efficiency of the law. 
| Everything has been running along 
smoothly and serenely, and the people of 
the state have been left to rest in the 
belief that if we did not have the best 
militia organization in the country, nev- 
ertheless we had one which could be de- 

pended on in an emergency—which 
could be made ready for service on a few 
hours’ notice. 

Such. has been the general impression, 
and:such was the undoubted intention 
of the law. That law was passed some 
years ago. The whole matter was fully 
explained by those who had the meas- 
ure in charge, and after full discussion, 
an appropriation of $25,000 a year was 

_ voted by the legislature to equip the mi- 
litia, to increase its efficiency and to per- 
fect and complete its organization. There 

| Was some opposition to the measure, but 

‘as a matter of fact, the vote in favor of 
the appropriation was more nearly unan- 

:imous than that usually given to appro- 

‘ priations. 

: The measure even met the approval of 

}a majority of the country members of 

}the legislature, who were easily brought 

|; to see the wisdom and necessity of hav- 

‘ing a compact body of militia ready for 

|service whenever an emergency might 
| arise. 

| But now that the unexpected has hap- 

‘pened, now that an emergency has arisen, 

'lo and behold! we are given to under- 

‘stand that the law is a complete, an 

,; odious failure, and that for ten years 

ithe people have been taxed to pay $25,- 

1000 a year to maintain a militia organi- 

zation which is found to be so incomplete 

(and inefficient that not only its officers, 

-' but its rank and file, must be revised; 
‘{n short, the whole organization must 
ibe revised and remolded.- It is found 
ithat a man who weighs less than 128 
}pounds cannot shoot a gun, cannot en- 
dure fatigue, and, therefore, cannot en- 
gage in active service. All he can do is 
‘to sit on a log, chew tobacco and cuss— 

@s we say jm the vernacular. 

‘:. Consequently, the militia organization, 

‘which in ten years has cost the people 

| $250,000 to maintain, now finds itself in 

ithe midst of a great shake-up, and neither 

, officers nor privates know who is to fall 

‘from the bag first. 

Let us not be misunderstood here. We 

‘are not criticising the law. We do not 

spay that the measure has proved to be a 

futile one. ‘What we do say is that ifa 
shake-up,such as has been mapped out, 
is really necessary or unavoidable, then 
our militia law is an imposition on the 
people. 

On the other hand, if the law is what it 
should be—if the results it has produced 
are all that could be expected—then the 
great shake-up now under way is wrong. 
The issue lies between the results of the 
law and the shake-up. One or the other 
is grievously wrong. 

The Constitution had supposed, along 
with tie great majority of the people— 
nay, with the members of the militia 

|  themselves—that the law was working 

| _-wéll; that it was producing not only 

* * good results, but the best results possi- 

©. ble under the modest appropriation. In 
" gome quarters there had been friction of

But the great shake-up shows that 
something was-wrong (that is to say, if 
the shake-up is justified), and very seri- 
ously wrong. Runts of various sizes and 
degrees had crawled in under the tent, 
80 to speak; and then the officers—well, 
really, the members of a company ar 
not to suppose themselves capable o 
judging of the efficiency of their officers. 
Hence the shake-up. ; 

The subject is too Jarge to be settled 
off-hand. Between the militia as it 
Stands and the extraordinary shake-up, 
the public must judge. The militia is 
the result of the law; is the shake-up the 
result of the inefficiency of the militia? 

Of the appointments of commanding 
officera of the two regiments which will 
be sent as Georgia’s quota, nothing but 
commendation can be said. Colonel A. 
R. Lawton, of Savannah, will command 
one regiment, and Colonel Oscar| J. 
Brown the other, while Colonels W)\ M. 
Garrard and J. F. Brooks will act as lieu- 
tenant colonels. Messrs. B. H. Almana, 
William J, Kendrick, Owen T. Kenan 
and William B. Wooten will be assigned 
as majors. All of these are experienced 
in military affairs, and every one will 
serve his country and his state with 
honor and with credit. 

Now, if the governor in the selection 
of thacompanies which are to form these 
two regiments will give such recogni- 
tion to the state militia as has been ex- 
tended in almost every other state in 
the union, there will be no cause for 
complaint on the part of the militia. It 
is naturally humiliating to the state mi- 
litia that the companies, as at present 
organized and_ officered, cannot be ac- 
cepted for service as has been done in 
other states, and we hope that the gov- 
ernor will reconsider and give the com- 
panies, as a whole, opportunity to volun- 
teer as has been done by the governor 
of Alabama. Of course, this would not 
indicate that every company which vol- 
unteered would be compelled to send 
every one of its present members to the 
front. For many reasons there are mem- 
bers who would not volunteer, and 
whose excuse for remaining would be 
entirely valid. Such vacancies as might 
be caused for this reason would be 
promptly filled, and in this manper the 
ardor of the state militia would not be 
dampened. 

But whatever is done and whatever 
plan is adopted, Georgia will do its full 
duty, and whether the call be for two 
thousand or for fifty thousand volun- 
teers, Georgia will supply her full quota. 


Military and Naval Ranks. 


Since the information which the aver- 
age reader possesses in regard to nava) 
and military ranks is somewhat obscure, 
it may be well at this juncture, when the 
country is on the anxious seat waiting 
for the real commencement of hostilities 
to clear away some of the popular con- 
fusion which exists in regard to naval 
and military ranks. 

To illustrate this popular confusion, 
most people entertain the idea that cap- 
tains in the military service of the gov- 
ernment are co-ordinate with captains 
in the naval service of the government, 
but such lacks much of being actually 
the case. Military captains are co-or- 
dinate with naval! lieutenants and naval 
captains are co-ordinate with military 
colonels. 

We obtain from governmental sources 
the following information showing the 
adjustments of rank which exist between 
the military and naval departments of 
the government: Generals correspond 
with admirals; lieutenant generals cor- 
respond to vice admirals, major generals 
correspond to rear admirals; brigadier 
generals correspond to commodores, colo- 
nels correspond to captains, lieutenant 
colonels correspond to commanders, ma- 
jors correspond to lieutenant comman- 
ders, captains correspond to lieutenants, 
first lieutenants. correspond to masters 
and second lieutenants correspond to en- 
signs. 

Thus it will be seen that matertal dif- 


| generals. 


ferences exist between the military and 
naval departments of the government 
with respect to ranks which apparently 
represent the same degress of dignity. 

At the present time the highest offi- 
cer in the military department of the 
government holds the rank of major 
general, and the highest officer in the 
naval department ofthe government 
holds the rank of rear admiral. 

But there are other matters in regard 
to which some confusion exists, viz, the 
various subdivisions of the military and 
naval equipments. With respect to the 
military equipment the subdivisions are: 
Squads, platoons, companies, battalions, 
regiments, brigades, divisions and corps. 
Squads are small detachments com- 
manded by sergeants or corporals; pla- 
toons are half companies commanded by 
lieutenants: companies are organizations 
consisting of not more than one hundred 
men each, commanded by captains; bat- 
talions are organizations consisting of 
four companjes each, commanded bv 
majors; regiments are organizations con- 
sisting of three battalions each com- 
manded by colonels; brigades are organi- 
zations consisting of two or more regi- 
ments each, commanded by brigadier 
generals; divisions are organizations 
consisting of two or more brigades, each 
commanded by major generals; corps are 
organizations consisting of two or more 
divisions, each commanded by lieutenant 
With respect to the naval 
equipment, the subdivisions are: Squad- 
rons, flotillas and fleets. Squadrons 
consist of several vessels detached from 
the main fleet and sent upon some partic- 
ular service; flotillas consist of small 
vessels organized together under one 
commander, and fleets consist of vessels 
both large and small organized together 
under one commander, In view of the fre- 
quent recurrence of the various foregoing 
terms in the published accounts of ma- 
neuvers and engagements which are like- 
ly to occur within the next few weeks, 
it-is important that military and naval 
terms should be clearly understood, 


What Becomes of Prize Vessels. 

Since hostilities between Spain and the 
United States were formally declared 
several days ago, this country has cap- 
tured upon the high seas thirteen vessels 
bearing the flag of Spain. 

The names of these vessels, with their 
respective valuations, are as follows: 
Buena Ventura, $300,000; Pedro, $150,- 
000: Mathilde, $15,000; Miguel Jover, 
$600,000; Catalina, $835,000; Saturnina, 
$425,000; Candina, $7,000; Sofla, $12,- 
000: Panama, $590,000; Pirenes, $25.000; 
Paquete, $20,000; Ambrosia Bolivar, $200,- 
000, and Guido, $400,000. These vessels 
include seven steamers, four schooners, 
one auxiliary cruiser and one sloop. 

But what disposition does the govern- 
ment intend to make of these vessels, ag-

United States distriet court, in which 
condemnation proceedings are to be held. 
When the evidence in each case has been 
thoroughly reviewed by special commis- 
sioners, the captured vessels, together 
with their cargoes, are ordered to be 
sold, and the proceeds arising from the 
sale thereof are deposited with one o? 
the assistant treasurers of the United 
States subject to the court’s order. If 
the prize is of equal or superior force to 
the vessel making the capture, showing 
extraordinary courage and prowess on 
the latter’s part, the entire proceeds aris- 
ing from the sale thereof are decreed to 
the captors; but if the prize is of in- 
ferior force to the vessel making the 
capture, only one half of the proceeds 
arising from the sale thereof goes to the 
captors, while the other half goes to 
the government. 

Undoubtedly when the condemnation 
proceedings are held for the purpose of 
reviewing the evidence in the case of 
each captured vessel, there will be va- 
rious protests field on the part of neutral 
countries claiming to be interested in the 
captured cargoes, Rumors to the effect 
that Great Britain intends to protest 
against the condemnation of the Buena 
Ventura have already been received in 
this country, but whether or not there is 
any truth in these rumors remains to be 
seen.

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Why Austria Sides with Spain. 


There are many reasons for the 
marked preference which Austria has 
shown for Spain in the difficulties which 
are now pending between Spain and the 
United States. 

In the first place, the queen regent of 
Spain is closely related to the present 
emperor of Austria, and naturally there 
should exist some affinity between the 
two powers. In the second place, there 
have long existed feelings of estrange- 
ment between Austria and the United 
States. 

When the Monroe doctrine was first 
proclaimed during the early part of the 
present century, it was aimed primarily 
to prevent the aggressiveness of Austria 
in the western hemisphere. On this ac- 
count Austria has always associated the 
Monroe doctrine and the United States 
together in mingled repugnance. 

Another alleged reason for the il! will 
which Austria entertains toward the 
United States is that the present emperor 
holds the United States primarily respon. 
sible for the overthrow and death of his 
brother, Maximilian, in the latter’s at- 
tempt to establish himself upon Mexico’s 
throne. Other reasons are also cited, 
but they fail to touch upon the main 
cause of estrangement between the two 
countries, showing merely the diplomatic 
ruptures which have added to its in- 
tensity. 

In the difficulties at present existing 
between Spain and the United States, 
Austria has not only clearly sided with 
Spain, but has been the controlling spir- 
it in the movement to unite the Euro- 
pean powers in alliance with her. Fail- 
ing in this attempt, Austria is still 
Spain’s best friend, and is in charge of 
most of her diplomatic affairs in the 
United States.

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News and Rumors. 


There is one fact the public must bear 
in mind in relation to the war news that 
has been and will be printed in the news- 
papers; namely, that the conditions are 
not only altogether different from those 
that belong to peace, but entirely differ- 
ent from those that would exist if the 
contest were proceeding on land. 

When war is supposed to be going for- 
ward there are always’ thousands of 
alarms and rumors in the air, the credi- 
bility of which cannot be promptly or 
easily sifted. Those that seem to be 
most credible must necessarily be seized 
upon and utilized by the newspaper cor- 
respondents. 

The special correspondents of the 
newspapers, as well as the Associated 
Press, gather and report rumors 
on the strength of their cred- 
ibility, and when the rumors 
turn out to be untrue, the public feels 
that it has been cheated; that it is the 
victim of some’ sort of conspiracy to 
spring unnecessary sensations. 

We mention these things as a sort of 
prefatory introduction to remarks that 
seem to be called for by the situation. In 
the first place, the public must receive 
the rumors and reports that come from 
the front just as»the newspapers do; it 
must make due allowance for the excite- 
ment and strain due to extraordinary 
conditions, and to complications which 
these conditions render unavoidable. 

No press association and no reputable 
newspaper has any desire to print false 
news or to invent sensations; the situa- 
tion itself is sensational enough. On the 
other hand, it is utterly impossible for 
any newspaper to verify the war news it 
publishes, or to sift out The rumors, or 
to instantly separate the credible from 
the chaff of ‘rumor. That ‘is some- 
thing for'the public to do with its larger 
leisure. 

We venture to say that the war news 
printed by The Constitution is as con- 
servative and as free from the merely 
sensational bulletins of excited corre- 
spondents as any newspaper in the coun- 
try. But it is impossible to exclude ru- 
mors from the news columns. They be- 
long to the conditions; they are a part of 
the air and color of the whole situation. 
By means of them the reader can gather 
a more vivid impression of the situation 
as it really is than from anything else; 
and though they naturally embody in- 
ventions, this very fact enables those 
who read between the lines to know the 
feelings, views, suggestions, excitement 
and alarms of those who reside, as it 
were, within sight of the battleships. 
They give, indeed, a pictorial ‘effect to 
what would otherwise be a dull and life- 
less mass of detail.

The democrats of ._Baldwin county are 
wrought up over the action of the executive 

committee here last Saturday. 

The Union Recorder says that unless the 
committee rescinds its action, the people 
of the county will rise up em masse and 
force the committee to respect their wishes. 

Another meeting is demanded on the 
ground that the executive committee ts 
trying to overturn the state executive com- 
mittee and is co-operating with the men 
who would stir up mutiny and dissensions 
in the party to help their candidates. It 
was understood that the members of the 
committee had agreed on a formal resolu- 
tion calling a county primary on June 6th. 
Six members of the committee attended the 
meeting. Five of these were either for 
Atkinson or Berner for governor. Colonel 
Candler has two supporters on the com- 
mittee, but one of these did not attend the 
meeting, being under the impression that 
the only business to be transacted was to 
call a primary. But when the committee 
got together, a resolution was adopted pro- 
viding for a prorating of the delegates in 
proportion to the vote received by the can- 
didates. 

The manner in which this action was re- 
ceived may be judged from the following 
editorial in Phe Unien Recorder: 

Call a Mass Meeting. 

“The action of the democratic executive 
committee on last Saturday has aroused 
considerable opposition, and it is more than 
probable, unless the committee return to 
old democratic customs and principles, that 
the people will rise en masse and force the 


committee to respect their wishes. 
“The entire action is undemocratic and 


assuming an authority the committee does 
not possess. Call a mass meeting.” 

A leading democrat says: “The execu- 
tive committee voted unanimously on the 
primary plan adopted. After the campaign 
had progressed for a month or more, the 
committee was requested to meet and order 
the counties to prorate their delegations. 
Heretofore the candidate who got a plu- 
rality of the votes in a county would get 
the county’s delegation. The effort to get 
the state committee to revoke its action 
having failed, an attempt is now being 
made to override the state executive com- 
mittee, but the people are opposed to any 
such scheme, and they will not have it.”

A backward glance at the stirring days 
of ‘61 recalls many points of inter- 
est to the thoughtful observers of the 
events which are now filling the bulletin 
boards and newspapers. 


The beginning of a war has a peculiar 
fascination, even for the lovers of peace 
who are unwilling to go to the front. 

When the southern states seceded from 
the union our people were al! in a fighting 
mood. The newspapers inflamed the public 
mind with their bloodthirsty articles: the 
volunteer companies drilled every night: 
minute men were organized, and the old 
men and boys offered their services as home 
guards. 

The ministers had Jarge congregations in 
— times, and their sermons were red. 

After the first few skirmishes militarv 
companies were organized in a hurry and 
sent to the front. Atlanta an@ other south- 
ern cities then saw the gayest and most ex- 
citing era in their history. It was believed 
that the war would be of short duration 
and would result in the triumph of the con- 
federate arms. 

Naturally our people were in high spirits, 
and as they had plenty of money and had 
not then felt the effects of the blockade 
a pp oe Alps close their ports, they were 
w supp and found it e 
their soldiers. To oo 


The young men needed no urging to make 
them volunteer. They were crazy to meet 
the enemy. Thousands of citizens who 
might easily have secured exemptions or 
official positions in safe places, yolunteered 
at the start. 

Everywhere there was openly expréssed 
the fear that the fighting woula be over 
before our soldiers could reach the border. 
Very few looked forward to a long and dis. 
astrous struggle. People gave themselves 
up to the exhilaration and excitement of 
the hour. They were patriotic, unselfish 
and recklessly liberal. Men who were not 
rich paid for the equipment of whole com- 
panies. Even the poorest gave something 
to help the cause, and the volunteers were 
petted and feasted whenever they passed 
through a town. 

At that time the men who wanted to 
serve the confederacy never thought of 
waiting for official rank and station. Their 
one idea was to get to the field in time to 
strike the invaders a blow. Men’ of the 
highest education and large fortune were 
willing to march as privates in the ranks. 
Many @ young planter worth a quarter of 
a million and the owner of many slaves, 
cheerfully followed a captain who did not 
own a dollar’s worth of property, but who 
was considered the best man to lead the 
company. 

It did not matter then whether a soldier 
had any money or was without a penny. 
Everything was free to the wearers of the 
gray. Ojid men who were not able to carry 
arms met every train and overwhelmed the 
passing soldiers with their attentions, and 
frequently forced strangers to accept large 
sums of money, nominally as loans, but 
really as gifts. 

The women of the south were among the 
first active secessignists, and they were 
never cOnquered, and never surrendered. 

It was impossible for 4n able-bodied 
young man to live with any comfort in a 
town if he had to meet the women every 
day. 

The mothers, wives afd daughters of the 
south lost no time in getting ready for the 
war. They organized their soldiers’ aid and 
relief societies at an early day, and 
the society ladies and schoolgirls raised 
large sums of money-in their amateur en- 
tertainments for the benefit of the hospitals. 

Some of the young fellows who preferred 
to stay at home were: made very uncom- 
fortable by the comments of the patriotic 
women around them. The sharp remarke 
about them were intended to reach their 
ears, and sometimes they were audibly 
made in their presence. 

Many ladies refused to trade with mer- 
chants who employed young men strong 
enough for military service. 

And yet these good women were as soft- 
hearted as any of their sex. They lived 
days and nights of anxiety and grief, but 
they had the spirit of the old Romans and 
Spartans, and there was no room for a 
coward by their firesides, or in the circle 
of those who were recognized as their 
friends. 


Atlanta was a lively city im the spring 
and summer of ’61. The streets resounded 
with the measured tread of marching men, 
and at all hours of the day and night might 
have been heard the clatter of arms and 
the strains of martial music. The stars 
and bars floated everywhere, and during 
the day and late at night the depot at- 
tracted visiting parties of ladies with their 
escorts who went there to present the pass- 
ing troops with flowers and furnish them 
with delicacies to supplement their plain 
army rations. 

The boys caught the war fever and. had 
to leave school. They could not study un- 
der such exciting conditions. Many of them 
ran away to join the army, and were sent 
back because they were children. 

Many army departments had offices and 
depots of supplies in Atlanta, with hosts 
of clerks and laborers, and as large camps 
of instruction were established near the city 
business was brisk, money circulated ac- 
tively, and society soon became a madden- 
ed, feverish whirl. : 

Those were good days and bad days for 
money-lovers. They could make money 
rapidly, but public sentiment forced them 
to spend lavishly and give generously. 

The man who dared to haggle over dollars 
and dimes at such ae time was 
scorned by every woman and openly in- 
sulted by the men. What was money in the 
eyes of a people whose best blood was 
ready to flow like water! 


Few of the men of '@ have been spared to 
see the opening days of our war with 
Spain. The bivouac of the dead now shel- 
ters the majority of the gallant legions 
that thronged our streets and fought be- 
yond our red ramparts. They made history 
and gave to the world many an immortal 
name that will never die. 

‘Their shivered swords are red with rust, 

Their plumed heads are bowed, 

Their haughty banner, trailed in dust, 

Is now theif martial ashroud.”’

The Absurd Confederate Parallel. 


From The New York World. 

Various timid and ill-informed news- 
papers cite the civil war as a warning that 
our contest with Spain may be long and 
dreadful. 

There is no possible parallel between the 
two cases. It is simply preposterous. 

1. First of all, the confederates were 
Americans, not Spaniards—an important 
difference. 

2. Their armies were commanded by some 
of the very best West Pointers then living, 
including Lee, Jackson, the two Johnstons, 
Beauregard, Longstreet, Stuart and others, 
soldiers equal to any that war has ever 


produced. 


3 These Americans stood face to face, 


with the union armies from the very outset. 
They were not transported 4,000 miles, They 
fought on their own ground. 

4. They numbered half a million fighting 
men, whereas Spain has not more than 
60,000 effective soldiers in Cuba and cannot 
land any more, 

6. They had their homes, their cornfields, 
their cattle pastures, their pigpens and 
their smokehouses at their backs. They 
had 4,000,000 negro farm hands to raise food 
supplies while the white men fought, They 
had resources such as poor, bankrupt and 
revolution-racked Spain has not had in a 
century. 

6. The civil war divided the country. 
This war unites it. The north and south 
are standing together as one man, and our 
war-making power represents now the 
combined force of both union and confed- 
erate fighting plus a great increase in 
wealth, population, transit facilities, food 
production, international credit and all 
other resources.

Colonel Lawton Has Gone to Savan-

The Fifth regiment will furnish a larger 
number of volunteers than any other regi- 
ment in the state. and Atlanta will send a 
greater number of military boys than any 
other city with the possible exception of 
Savannah, which has a regiment and a 
battalion to draw from, while this city has 
only two battalions. 

The members of the tlanta. Artillery 
and the Machine Gyn battery’will volunteer 
almost unanimously, and the battery of 
artillery to be sent from here will be 
made up almost entirely of these two 
companies. Major Kendrick’s battalion 
will go with nearly every man now in the 
several companies. 

At least eighty-four of Major Wilcoxon's 
battalion will go with him. He was yes- 
terday appointed senior captain of Colonel 
Oscar Brown's regiment and his men are 
all anxious to follow him. Only eighty-four 
of them can go in Major Wilcoxon’s com- 
pany, but they will be among the best 
in the state. Already the newly appointed 
captain has had many applications for 
places as privates in his command. 

Captain Wilcoxon is the only company 
officer who has yet been named by the 
governor, although the full list is practi- 
cally agreed upon. The officials are waiting 
to see who among the captains are the most 
available and as these are determined 
they will be named. The regimental com- 
manders and the majors will recommend 
such of the officers in their regiments as 
they think best fitted and Governor Atkin- 


son will pass upon their recommenda- 


tion. 
Colonel Lawton and Colonel Brown have 


actively begun the work of organizing their 
Colonel Lawton left for Savan- 
nah yesterday and he will make up his 
regiment there.

Other papers here essayed tu give a list of

entirely incorrect. The names of*some of 
the fortunate officers were not even men- 
tioned by any paper except The Constitu- 
tion. Despite the fact that the governor 
announced that no selections of officers had 
been made, The Constitution published a 
list of officers and yesterday the governor 
appointed them exactly as they had been 
named by this paper.

Governor Atkinson’s appointments are 
highly commended by the military men of 
Georgia, who believe that by his plan the 
Georgia troops will have better officers 
than the troops of any other state. 

All Commanders Helping. 


Every military officer in the state is 
helping to organize the two Georgia regt- 
ments. The impression that the officers 
are not working together with the utmost 
harmony is entirely incorrect, and all of 
the commanders are doing all in their 
power to assist in rapidly organizing two 
fine regiments. Colonel Brown and his 
three field officers will begin work together 
this morning. Majors Almand and Ken- 
drick will meet with the colonel and Lieu- 
tenant Colonel Garrard this morning and 
will plan the organization of the Second 
regiment. They will accept none but men 
of good character, and they are certain 
that the Georgia regiments will fe made 
up of men of good families and with the 
true Georgia bravery. 

The eleven other captains of Colonel 
Brown's regiments and the twenty-four 
lieutenants will be selected as soon as 
possible. The field officers will report the 
names of the officers recommended each 
day, and Governor Atkinson will make the 
appointments. The officers are deeply im- 
pressed with the serious nature of the 
work before them, and they will not make 
the mistake of rushing the work of organ- 
ization and take the chances of getting 
badly disciplined companies, 


The Atlanta Battery. 


The battemm of light artillery which At- 
lanta will send to the war will be the 
crack battery of the army. Captain C, G., 
Bradley, who will command the new or- 
ganization, has probably had more experi- 
ence in artillery work than any other state 
military man in the south. He has made 
the work a study and has made himself 
familiar with every detail of organizing a 
fine battery. The first lieutenant of the 
battery, Captain L. D. Morris, is a young 
officer of singuler ability. The governor in 
making the appointments said he consid- 
ered both Captain Morris and Captain 
Bradley ta be fully able to command bat- 
teries with distinction, and if there had 
been two batteries from this section Cap- 
tain Morris would have commanded one. 

The Atlanta Artillery, which has been 
commanded by Captain Morris, will not be 
disbanded because of the fact that the 
greater number of its members will. vol- 
unteer and follow their captain, but it will 
be recruited up to its present standard, and 
will probably be commanded by Lieutenant 
A. CC. Morris, a brother of the present 
captain. 

Although nearly all of the members of 
the machine gun battery will go with 
their captain, C. G. Bradley, the battery as 
a company will still be a part of the Fifth 
regiment, and new men will be added to its 
ranks. The battery which will be sent 
from here is entirely separate from any 
existing organization, and will not be the 
Atlanta Artillery, even though the mem- 
bers of the Atlanta Artillery go.

CALL TO TROOPS 


HAS BEEN MADE 


‘Governor Atkinson Issues the 


Formal Proclamation, 


CALL PLEASES THE MILITARY 


It States That the Men Will Be Kept 
Under Thelr Compony Oficers 


GENERAL ORDERS WERE ALSO ISSUED 


Full Details as to Enlistment “Are 
Given to the Public—How the 
Regiments Will Be Formed. 

The Officers Have Been 
Named. 


GOVERNOR ATKINSON YESTERDAY 
issued the formal proclamation calling upon 
the state of Georgia at large to immediately 
raise two regiments of infantry and two 
batteries of artillery. The proclamation 
was short, but told everything needful. It 
was a call that pleased the military men of 
Georgia, because it told them that members 
of the same companies and regimental or- 
ganizations would be placed together in the 
reorganized forces, under their former of- 
ficers, as nearly as possible. 

The governor ended his call by saying 
that in the face of the ‘war now upon us, 
he confidently expected that Georgians 
would make a quick response to the procla- 
mation. The proclamation follows in full: 

A Proclamation. 


Whereas, In compliance with law and 
under the condition of war existing between 
the United States and Spain, the president 
has called upon the state of Georgia to fur- 
nish two regiments of infantry and two 
light batteries of artillery for service in 
the United States volunteers, therefore, I, 
W. Y. Atkinson, governor of Georgia, deo 
hereby cail for a sufficient number of vol- 
unteers from the state at large to furnish 
the neceSsary quota, to serve two years un- 
less sooner discharged. 

The exposed condition of our state re- 
quires that a well-equipped force, command- 
ed by efficient officers, be maintained with- 
in our borders, and to this end regynental 
organizations will not be impaired beyond 
furnishing a due proportion of officers and 
enHsted men to make up a trained force 
creditable alike to the state and its mill- 
tary. ‘Members from the same organization 
will be piaced together and under their 
former officers as far as practicable. The 
details governing the matter wiii be pub- 
lished in orders from the adjutant general’s 
office. In the face of war, which is now 
upon us, it is confidently expected that 
Georgians will make quick response to the 
demands of patriotism and duty. 

Done under my hand and the great seal of 
the state. at the capitol in Atlanta, on the 
twenty-eight day of April, in the year of 
our Lord one thousand eight hundred and 
ninety-eight, and of the independence of 
the United States of America the one hun- 
dred and twenty-second.

He Is Anxious to Command a Brigade of the Volunteeers 
That Will Go to Cuba. 


Governor Atkinson has asked President McKinley for a commission as briga- 
dier general He want to lead the volunteers to fight with Spain. 

The news of his application to the president came from Washington yesterday 
and was quite a surprise to his friends here, who did not know that the governor 
was so determined to get into the fight. The offer of his services to the president 
was made through the Georgia senators and congressmen, who are doing all in 
their power to have the appointment made, 

Georgia will send but two regiments to the army, and this will not be enough 
to make up a brigade, but the regiment from Florida will doubtless be incor- 
porated with the Georgia regiment to make a brigade. He has his influential 


friends working for him and he hopes to get the place. 

Governor Atkinson stated yesterday that he would resign the governorship of 
Georgia if he should Be made brigadier general. He is exceedingly anxious to go 
to war, and is working earnestly to get the place. 

For three years Governor Atkinson has been making a close study of military 
tactics, and today there are few men out of the reguiar army who are better 
posted on military matters. He is certain that he can command a brigade, and 
it is his ambition to get the place. The governor has had considerable experience 
in military matters. He was a cadet at college for three years and has served in 
the state militia since that time, first as a private and of late years as conitsander 
in chief. 

The announcement that the governor had applied for a commission as brigadier 
general of volunteers, and might resign hig office !f commissioned, occasioned con- 
siderable gossip among the politicians last night. He was quoted as saying that 
he wouki resign if the emergency presented itself. This waa taken ta mean 
that he would resign if he were commissioned and sent ta Cuba. 

The governor's resignation would make Senator Robert Berner governor, as 
he is president of the senate; but an election would be necessary soon thereafter. 
An immediate resignation is not expected, nor is it considered as probable before 
June 6th, so the present gubernatorial campaign is not likely to be Influenced one 
way or the other by that contingency. The general democratic primary for gov- 
ernor will occur in about six weeks. The state convention to nominate a candidate 
for governor is not quite two months off, and after that Senator Berner’s acres- 
sion to the gubernatorial chair by virtue of being president of the senate would 
give him only a short term at best. : 

As the war department does not seem disposed to hasten the occupation of 
Cuba, it is generally assumed that in the event Governor Atkinson is commis- 
sioned by the government he would not resign before hig term expires 

Governor Tanner, of Illinois, applied to President McKinley for a commission 
as a brigadier general, but the president declined, and it Is given out that the rea- 
gon was that he would make no political appointments, President Lincoln tried

Veteran Commander of the Fifth Regiment Will Leave 
Active Service in Army. 


Colonel Henry C. Cook, of the Fifth United States regiment, has been ordered 
to appear before a retiring board to be retired from active service in the army. 

A retiring board made up of prominent army officials has been appcinted to 
assemblf at Tampa to pass upon Colonel Cook’s retirement, The two orders 
were received at the headquarters of the department of the gulf in Atlanta early 


yesterday morning. 


The retirement of Colonel Cook is the consequence of a special examination 


by a medical board on the day that he left Atlanta for Tampa. That board was 
composed of Colonel Peter J. A. Cleary, chief surgeon of the department of tre 
gulf; Major Blair D. Taylor and Captain Woodson. Its report was that Colonel 
Cook is unfit for active service and that his physical condition is such that he 
is not able to endure the hardships of an active campaign. The report was sent at 
once to Washington, and it was expected that Colonel Cook would be retired at 
Once, but as the troops have not been sent to the front and there has been no 
active campaign, the veteran colonel has been allowed to retain his command. 
He will now be examined before the retiring board and on the report of the med- 
ical board will be retired. ‘ 

The orders for him to report before the retiring board are as follows: 

“Under instructions from the president, Colonel Henry C. Cook, Fifth infantry, 
is ordered by the secretary of war to report in person to Colonel John 8. Poland, 
Seventeenth infantry, president of the army retiring board appointed to meet at 
Tampa, Fla., at such time as he nmiay designate for examination by the board.

Huntsville, Ala... April 28.—(Special.)—In 
the United States court today William M. 
Powlain, of Franklin county, Alabama.

A 
Special pension examiner investigated’ the 
cause and found the facts as given. Bowlain 
was arrested, but escaped apd was recapt- 
ured several months ago, this’ time making 
bond for appexrance at court. He disap- 
peared again, learning that the children in- 
tended to prosecute him for murder, and 
lived in cars for a year. He was again 
captured two months ago and when ar- 
raigned before the court today 
guilty and received sentence.

CHAS. H. PHINIZY 
DIES IN AUGUSTA 


Prominent Business Man Breathes His 
Last. 
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WELL KNOWN IN THE SOUTH 


? es 
He Had Been a Power in Railroad Cir- 
cles for Years. 
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WON DISTINCTION DURING THE WAR 


As a Business Man and as a Citizen 
He Won the Admiration of Ail 
Who Knew Him. 
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OLONEL CHARLES H. PHINIZY, 

for years president of the Georgia 

Railroad and Banking Company and 
of the Atlanta and West Point Railway 
Company, died yesterday afternoon at his 
home in Augusta. Although Colone! Painizy 
had been in failing health for some time, 
the announcement of his death will be a 
shock to his friends throughout Georgia 
and the south. 

The funeral arrangements will be an- 
nounced today and the interment will take 
place in Augusta. Charles H. Phinizy has 
been an important factor in the develop- 
ment and resources of the south and for 
many years he was kaown as one of ihé 
most prominent and active railroad man- 
agers. Beginning his business career as & 
civil engineer, based@ upon a_e scientific 
course of study at the United States Mili- 
tary Academy at West Point, he was rapid- 
ly promoted and easily attained success. 

He was born January 15, 1835, a few miles 
from the city of Augusta. He received his 
earlier education at home until] his prepara- 
tlom for college, when he entered the Uni- 
versity of Georgia, graduating from that 
institution in 18538. He afterwards took a 
course of scientific study under B. H. Ma- 
han, professor of engineering at the United 
States Military Academy at West Point. 
For two or three years thereafter Mr. 
Phinizy was employed as civil engineer dur- 
ing the construction of the Blue Ridge rail- 
road. 

At the beginning of the civil war he en- 
tered the confederate service as first lieu- 
tenant, company B, Tenth Georgia regi- 
ment of infantry, but was soon transferred 
to the adjutant general’s department and 
assigned to duty under Brigadier Aifred 
Contuahade. In the econsolidation of regt- 
ments in 1865 he was commissioned as colo- 
nel -of the Thirty-ninth Georgia regiment 
and held that position at the close of the 
war, having served in many famous battles 
and having won distinction for his courage. 

His Business Career. 

At the close of the war Colonel Phinizy 
embarked in the cotton factorage business 
at Augusta, which he successfully conduct- 
ed until 1879, when he retired from that 
line of business. In the meantime he had 
become largely Interested in railroad op- 
eratuong and construction, and soon after 
his retirement from the cotton business in 
1879, he was elected president of the Geor- 
gia Railroad and Bunking Company. 

ipiowe Phinizy remained as president of 
thé Georgia railroad until that road was 
leased in May, 188], since which time he 
had been one of the ‘six commissioners 
who gave general directions of the conduct 
of the company. He remained president of 
the Georgia bank until his death, a pusi- 
ticn he filled most creditably t» himself 
and to the entire satisfaction of the stock- 
hélders and directors of that institution. 

In 1882 he was elected president of the 
Augusta factory, but after holding t®at 
position five years he resigned. 


In July, 1888, he was elected president of 


the Athanta and West Point Railread Corn- 
pany and held that pesition until Is$4. when 
the offices of president and zveneral man- 
ager were consolidated and he retired from 
the directory of that corporation. During 
hig administraticn the affairs of the road 
prospered greatly and the profits were ex- 
ceedingly large and satisfactory. 

As a business man Coalone! Phinizy’s ca- 
reer has been marked by rare success. He 
was conservative, possessed excellent jyudg- 
ment and a very high degree of adminis. 
trative ability, and his ventures have all 
been in the line of legitimate trade and 
commerce. 

Colonel Phinizy was married 
the widow of F. B. Phinizy, and a daughe 
ter of Colonel B. C. Yancey, of Georgia. 
The union has been an ideally happy one.

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John Tyler’s Grave. 
From The New York Times. 

Few people who visit the Hollywood cem- 
etery at Richmond, Va., fail to ask to see 
the graves of Former Presidents Johm Ty- 
ler and James Monroe. They then learn a 
fact that is little known. There is no stone 
or mark of any kind to distinguish the ‘ast 
resting place of Mr. Tyler, of “Tippecanoe 
and Tyler too’ fame, who was this nation’s 
tenth chief executive. 

The superintendent of the cemetery, John 
R, Hooper, explains to the person looking 
for historical spots that the grave of Mr. 
Tyler may be found by first locating the 
‘“figure’’ monument erected to the memo- 
ry of the ex-president’s daughter, who 
died before he did. The statesman’s body 
lies mear that of his daughter’s. in the 
same lot. A slight rise in the ground 1s aj 
that marks the spot, and unless some ac- 
tion is taken in the near future to provide 
for a fitting memorial to the man who 
once held the highest office in the gift of 
the American people it is not improbable 
that his resting place will be entirely for- 
gotten. If the records of the cemetery 
should in some way be destroyed there 
would be nothing to show where this once 
great man was buried. The present keep- 
ers of the cemetery and its books are prob- 
ably the only living beings who can, with 
certainty, point out the spot. 

An interesting mystery surrounds the 
neglect to memorialize this man, who was 
not the only one of his family to take a 
prominent part in the making of American 
history. His father was known as the 
‘“‘posom friend of Thomas Jefferson.”” Ty- 
ler, the som, died in 1862, and in his will, 
dated October 10, 1859, was the following 
provision: 

“I empower my dear wife to make out of 
my estate suitable provision for my burial 
and let my body be consigned to the tomb 
in the earth of the county where I was 
born, there to repose until the day of resur- 
rection. My wife will select the spot in 
Sherwood Forest (his residence), and mark 
it by am uncostly monument of granite or 
marble. An inscription will be found in 
the paper inclosing this.” 

It j# believed that Mr. Tyler did not write 
any inscription for his tomb. but probably 
intended to do so later, forgetting about it 


inthe time interveming before his death. 


Jt certainly was not intentional that ‘his 
grave was neglected by his countrymen, 
for the general assembly of Virginia, im- 
mediately after Mr. Tyler's death. adopted 
a eulogistic memorial, which closed as fol- 
lows: 

‘Resolved, That with tt.e consent of his 
family his remaims be deposited in Holly- 
wood cemetery in Richmond, near the re- 
mains of James Monroe, and that the gov- 
error be authorized to cause a suitable 
monument to he erected to his memory.” 

This explains how the body came to be 
placed in the_cemetery, regardless of the 
request in the will. The explanation for the 
neglect of his grave probably lies in the 
fact that about that time the governor of 
the old dominion had his hands full with 
the worries of the civil war, which was 
then growing very warm. 

John Tyler. according to popular betief 
during his life, and probably in truth, was 
a lineal descendant of Wat Tyler. the fa- 
mous Wnglishman who rebelled against the 
tyranny of King James. He inherited a 
hatred of British oppression. which was 
brought out in his career in the novse of 
representatives. in the senate and ‘n the 
executive chairs of his state and nution. 


He had a brother of some fame cf the 
hame of. Wat Henry Tyler, of whom his 
mother said: “We have so named him af- 
ter the two greatest British rebels, Wat 
Tyler and Patrick Henry. 

When the rebellion was threatening, the 
former president was unanimously declared 
preaident of the peace conference which met 
in Willard’s hall, Washington, February 
4, 1861. This conference was of course, a5 
it was -fterwards often characterized, “a 
dignified and stately failure,”” and when 
it had failed Tyler was loyal to his state 
and joined actively in the cause of *he 
confederacy. Although unpopular while 
president, because his democratic views an- 
gered the whigs who had elected kim, he 
was personally very popular and a recog- 
nized statesman and was considered one 
of the brightest men of the time. An inter- 
esting story of his life was written by 
Henry A, ise, who was his college mate 
in William and Mary, in which Mr. Tyler 
is made the center of influencefor several 
decades. 


NAME OF DENMARK’S KING. 


A Curious Law Which Makes It Fred- 
erick and Christian Alternately. 


From The New York Sun. 

King Christian IX, of Denmark, the old- 
est secular sovereign of any independent 
state in the world, will be eighty years of 
age on April 8th, and will complete this 
year his thirty-fifth year of royal service. 
He is connected through the marriage of 
his children, with the rulers of other Euro- 
pean governments, his eldest daughter be- 
ing the Princess of Wales, his second son 
being the king of Greece, his second 
daughter being the widow of the Czar 
Alexander of Russia and his youngest 
son having married a princess of the Or- 
leans family of France. 

The title which this venerable king bears 
has one peculiar feature which may be 
truly said to distinguish the royal family 
of Denmark from any other, it being the 
haw of Denmark that Christian. must be 
succeeded by Frederick and fr rederick by 
Christian. To attain this end without 
changing of names every Danish prince, 
no matter what other names he may re- 
ceive, always ineludes Christian and 
Frederick among them, and, therefore, 
every king of Denmark has as his official 
title either Christian or Frederick, and it 
has been thus for 385 years. The house of 
Uidenburg, the royal nouse of Denmark, 
was founded in 1448, nearly half a century 
before the discovery of America, 
by Count Cnristiar of Oldeh- 
bure. waeee regal ti was Chris- 
tian I. His Son John succeeded him and 
then came Juan's son, Christian Il, known 
aS Christian the Cruel, though wherein his 
cruelty censisted is a point about whieh all 
historians are not agreed, To Christian the 
Crue] succeeded Frederick the Peaceable, 
and then began the line of Danish mon- 
arehs alternating in title between Chris- 
tian and Frederick and baving no other 
kingly iames. Christian III succeeded Fred. 
erick 1. Frederick II succeeded Christian 
lll. Christian IV succeeded Frederick LI, 
and was in turn succeeded by Frederick IT}. 
So this alternation of names ang titles has 
been going On uninterrupted for more than 
three hundred years. The predecessor of 
the present monarch, Christian IX, was 
Frederick VIL. who ascended the throne of 
Denmark fm the exciting year for European 
kings, 1848. 

Why: this provision as to the names of 
Danish kings was adapted no two historians 
are exactly agreed, but it is generally sup- 
posed tn have been adopted in the interest 
of uniformity and continuity, for no other 
European eountry has found it necessary 
to have such a rule. Most kings take the 
title they choose and it, is not deemed es- 
sential that the scepter shal] be intrusted 
to the hands of one Iimited, not to a ehoice 
between two names, but to a single name, 
for there cannot be, under the Danish law, 
two Christians or two Fredericks in se- 
quence. The crown price of Denmark, born 
in 1848 is named Frederick. At his father’s 
death or retirement he will be Frederick 
VII. and his son. the aged kine’s grandson, 
ic Prince Christian, born in 1874 and des- 
tined some day to be Christian X&. 


The French Exiles. 
From The Philadelphia Times. 

In passine through Alabama the atten- 
tion of the traveler is diverted to the rem- 
nants of a deserted village cf rotted weod- 
el. huts in the suburbs of the present tewn 
of Deniopeolis, sebout midwav between Sel- 
ma and Meridian, Miss. Only a few of 
the log cabins remain; others have rotted 
to their foundations, but there are enough 
to show the traces of a village, where 
lived aristocratic French nobics, who 
sought safety in this wilderness after the 
restoration. After Waterloo and the Hun- 
dred Days a number of the followers 
Napoleon fled to Philadelphia ond 
quently obtained a grant of land in the 
Alabama wilderness. They located at a 
village and called it Demopolis, signifying 
“city of the people.’ They named the dis- 
trict Marengo, and the county still bears 
that nime: also the new American town 
near the ‘‘French village’ still bears the 
name of Demopolis. Some of extles 
were of the most distinguished names in 
France tat that period. Count Lefebvre 
Desnottes was a lieutenant general, had 
fought in the war of La Vendee, taking the 
command which the young Napoleon had 
refused, and afterwards gained distinc- 
tion in the Napoleonic campaigns. He was 
the wealthiest man in the colony and at 
intervals received remittances from France. 
The source was never known to the colo- 
nists. He had a large orchard and vine- 
yard and lived as royally as one can in a 
wilderness. 

Another, Colonel Nicholas Raoule.was with 
Napoleon at E’ba and commanded the ad- 
Vance guard when he marched into France 
at the beginning of the Hundred Days. At 
Demopolis Colonel Raoule kept a ferry, 
himself plying the oars. It was remarked 
by the rough packswoodsmen thai the 
“French ferryman” had “fine features’’ 
-and must have been “wu great man some- 
where.’ In this land of liberty they had 
only a vague idea of the meaning of “po- 
litical exile.” Henry L’Allemond, a lieu- 
tenant general, was another colonist. He 
was accompanied by his wife, a striking!v 
beautiful woman, who was @ marchioness 
and*the maid of honor to Queen Caroline 
of italy. They lived at Demopolis for 
about twenty years. when they went to 
Mexico, where her husband was given a 
command in the national army. 

General Count Bertrand Clause], a fol- 
lower of Napoleon, was another colonist, 
who, feeling rather lonesome in the wilder- 
ness, went to the larger town of Mobile, 
where he followed gardening.. He drove 
his market wagon into town and himself 
sold the vegetabies with the ‘greatest 
courtesy,” according to the local chron- 
iclers. He afterwards returned to France 
and was created marshal of Algeria. 

General J. J. Cluls was-another of the 
exiles. He fought under Napoleon in Spain, 
and to him was given the custody of the 
royal person of Ferdinand VII. who was 
dethroned to make room for Napoleons 
brother, Joseph. 

General Joseph Rico, a Spanish revolu- 
tionist. came with Gé@neral Cluis. M. Pier- 
nes, who voted for the death of Louis XVI, 
and a son of ‘Marshal Grouchy, were also 
members of the colony of exiles. 

These exiles weré not successful farmers. 
They lived in pove until suck times as 
political changes permitted their return to 
France. The nobles firally returned and 
the others abandoned their grant. some 
returning to Philadelphia and others go- 
ing to New Orleans, where their descend- 
ants live in the “Latin quarter.”’

SENATOR BACON 
WILL FIGHT BONDS 


He Will Favor Coining the Silver Seig- 
biorage and Issuing Greenbacks. 


LATTER BEAR NO INTEREST 


More Than $40,000,000 of Silver Idle 
in the Treasury.

S ENATOR A. 0. BACON passed through

Many friends met him in the union depot 
and congratulated him on the position he 
had taken on the war resolutions. Every- 
body wanted to know something about the 
probable duration of the war, and \what is 
thought of it at Washington. 

“The attention of congress is now on 
the war revenue bill,” he said. ‘That its 
now in the house, and it will be taken up 
in the senate next week.”’ 

As to when it will be disposed of, the 
senator said it was impossible to tell, as 
there are several important questions in- 
volved in the bill which will likely provoke 
debate. Prominent among these will be the 


proposition to issue bonds and to levy cer-, 


tain taxes. The majority of the republic- 
ans, if not all of them, will favor the issue 
of bonds’and the democrats with few ex- 
ceptions.in each house will oppose a bond 


issue. 

Being asked bya representative of The 
Constitution in regard to his plan, Senator 
Bacon said he could not go into details, 
but he agreed in the main with the position 
taken’ by the democrats in the house. He 
said that he should oppose the isbue of 
bonds so long as the government could 
issue greenbacks without material depre- 
ciation, and he had no idea that limit 
would be reached. A bond is a promise of 
the government to pay, he remarked, and 
a greenback is a promise given by the gov- 
ernment to pay. The difference is that one 
bears interest and the other does not. The 
senator added that, of course, ne*meant a 
redeemable greenback. He would also 
favor the coinage of the silver seigniorage 
and the issue of¥silver certificates against 
the silver dollars just as we have now. 
There is now lying in the treasury belong- 
ing to the government forty odd million 
dollars in silver, perfectly idle and doing 
This does not include 
the silver against which the treasury notes 
have been issued. Both of these propost- 
tions, he understands, are being advocated 
in the house, and they will be supported in 
the senate. 

“In other words,’ he continued, “as we 
unhappily have war, we are going to try as 
far as possible to protect the people from 
burdensome taxes. There is one thing in 
particular that the Georgia delegation in 
the house already have their eyes on, and 
that is a tax which it is proposed to levy 
on warehouse receipts. That will be op- 
posed bitterly. Judge Griggs has prepared 
an amendment striking ft out, and if that 
fails, we will fight it hard in the serate.’’ 

As to the passage of the Cuban resolu- 
tions, he said that whea it was evident that 
war could not be averted, it was a duty to 
present a solid front to the enemy. That 
was the view taken of it by the Georgia 


delegation after consultation and careful 


consideration. The delegation was _ for 
peace, and would have gladly averted war. 
But when the president recalled all the 
consuls from Cuba,.and practically called 
on all Americans to leave the island, and 
when he sent @n his message to congress 
saying all efforts to maintain peace had 
failed, and asked congress to authorize him 
to use the army and navy to forcibly inter- 
vene in Cuba, war was made inevitable, 
and the pe®ce men were powerless to avert 
it. The only thing then left was to get into 
line and endeavor to shape things to the 
best advantage. ‘‘If,’’ he added, ‘‘the pres- 
ident had held out the slightest hope, or if 
he had asked for more time, some, and I 
believe all of the Georgia delegation would 
have actively supported his position. 
“Under these circumstances, it would 
have been wnfortunate for the south to 
have held back and made division.”’ 
Senator Bacon will leave Macon tomor- 
row on his retuth to Washington, and will 
pass through Atlanta tomorrow night. 


SEA ISLAND COTTON GROWERS. 


Delegation Visits Washington Only to 
Face Disappointment. 

Washington, April 28.—(Special.)--A dele- 
gation of sea.jsland cotton growers. from 
lower Georgia and Florida arrived here this 
morning. They will make an effort to have 
put im the war revenue bill now being dis- 
cussed in the house a provision levying a 
duty on Egyptian cotton.

Warren Sharp Company Will Lay the 
Material. 


WILL BE SAME AS PEACHTREE STREET 


Other Matters Are Acted Upon by 
the Committee and Much Is 
Accomplished. 


A T a meeting of the street committee of 


the city cowncil held yesterday after- 
piacing as- 
phalt on Auburn avenue was let 
and the _— street will in a short 
time be made one of the prettiest in the 
city, The committee opened bids for put- 
ting down the pavement and the contract 
was given to thé Warren-Sharf Paving 
Company, of New York city. The @nly oth- 
er bidder was the Redmond Company, 
which made the lowest bid, but it was not 
accepted on account of the fact that there 
were no specifications with the bid syub- 
mitted. 

The Warren-Sharf Paving Company is 
the same company that placed the asphalt 
on Peachtree street. Its bid was $1.87 cash 
per square yard and $1.92 per square yard 
on time. The work on the pavement will 
begin very soon and the residents are glad 
to know that the street will be one of the 
principal drives in the city. Much of the 
present pavement will be used to make the 
foundation for the asphalt. The rock will 
be broken up as concrete. 

Many other important matters were taken 
up by the committee. One of these was the 
ordinance recently introduced to stop the 
sprinkling of the streets, because it incon- 
veniences bicyclers, as the water spreads 
over the pavements and causes the wheel 
to throw it up and scatter it generally upon 
the back of the rider. The ordinance says 
that the sprinklers shal! wait until one side 
of the street is dry before the other one is 
sprinkled: and in this way keep one part of 
the thoroughfare always dry: or to leave 
a Strip of the street on either side about 
four feet wide for bicycles. 


Merchants Want Sprinklers. 


Alderman Mayson entered a _ protest 
against the ordinance in behalf of the com- 
pany which hag the contract for sprinkling 
the streets. It was the contention of the 
company that if the present method of 
sprinkling was restricted the merchants 
who pay to have the streets sprinkled 
would raise a kick and refuse to carry out 
their contract to have the streets in front 
of their stores sprinkled, and would there- 
by cause the company the loss of the plant 
for sprinkling streets, which is now very 
complete. 

The mérchants wish to have all the street 
sprinkled and say that if only a part of it 
receives water to keep the dust dawn, the 
other part will spread as much dust as the 
whole street. Some merchants of the city 
appeared before the committee and asked 
that the ordinance be reported adversely. 
Action was referred to the next meeting, 
when the wheelmen of the city who signed 
the petition asking that such a city law be 
made can be heard from. 

The committee appropriated $150 to grade 
Thomas street between GlefiN and Wood- 
ward. A communication was read from Mr. 
Walter R. Brown, as one of the county 
commissioners, requesting that the city 
pave the two blocks of Hemphill avenue 
and Chattahoochee avenue that lie in the 
city for the protection of the water mains 
and to facilitate travel.

He said that the maca- 
dam on the Boulevard was being greatly 
injured by the water and the street was 
being washed full of holes. It was stated 
that the sand and dirt which filled in be- 
tween the paving stones was washed away 
and made the streets very bad. It was 
suggested that the sanitary department be 
supplied with short pieces of hose and these 
be. fastened on the plugs so that the water 
would be directed into the xutters and from 
there run into the sewers, not touching the 


streets. 


CARTER ACQUITTED BY JURY.

Was Charged with the Murder of F. 
D. Black. 

Lumpkin, April 28.—(Special.)—Last night, 
at a little after 11 o'clock, the jury in the 
case of the state vs. J. E. Carter, who 
was charged with killing F. D. Black here 
on January 22, 1896, brought in a verdict 
of not guilty. 

The case began Tuesday morning and 
was stubbornly fought on both sides.

The Post’s Financial Cable. 


New York, April 28.—The Evening Post's 
Tendon financial cable says: The stock 
martets here were steady today on the 
Rank of England's return and the further 
inflow of gold. The main feature was a 
further rise in Brazil and Argentine 
stocks. 

Americans wre neglected here, but were 
supported at the close by New York, appa- 
rently on the bombardment incident. 

The Klonéike group was especially strong 
and Union Pacific preferred was bid for on 
dividend rumors. 

The further rise in Silver and the increas- 
ed activity were due to America withhold- 
ing supplies and the announcement of a 
French mintage order for £00,000 to be 
tendered for on Saturday. Some persons 
say the order is really for Spain. 

The Bank of Spain’s return shows the 
effects of the recent run by a decrease of 
£1.511,000, of which £160,000 is net gold im- 
ported for the week. and the rest is from 
home circulation. Other deposits are up 
£1.136,000, partly due to the accumulation 
of German money preparatory to the pav- 
ment of the Chinese indemnity next week. 
The reserve is up £1,349,000. 

There was a strong recovery in stocks.

Wheat Cables Yesterday Said Te Be 
Mest Extraordinary on Record. 


SHOWED VERY SHARP ADVANCE 


Cash Trading Very Exciting with a 
Sharp Decline Shown—Corn Fol- 
lowed Wheat. 


Chicago, Tll., April 2.~Influenced by 
sensational advances at English grain cen- 
ters, wheat today on exchange sold 3%c 
above yesterday’s closing price, But heavy 
realizing ‘from beginning to end of the 
session caused @ reaction in all quotations 
and the closing was relatively as weak as 
the opening was strong. July wheat clos- 
ed %@%c higher and May i1%c higher. 
Corn and oats gained %@%sc. Provisions 
suffered declines of 744@lic on packers 
selling. 

Early cables caused an exciting open- 
Ing in wheat. The advance of 8@10%c for 
July and May at Liverpool and smaller 
rises at Paris an@ Antwerp were said to 
be the result of American covering, but 
exporters sold several cargoes of No. 1 
northern to Liverpool at $1.44 and private 
cablegrams said English millers were bid- 
ding excitedly for wheat.

Chicago, April 28.—Liverpool led the van 
today at the start, and consequently the 


Jocal market opened very excited and at an 


advance of 3c over last night’s close. Open- 
ing cables were 1 to 2%d higher. Later 
cables were 3 to 84d higher. May’s ad- 
vance was equivalent to 10 to 15c, while 
July’s Was equivalent to 8%. The cables to- 
day were said to be the most extraordinary 
ever received from Liverpool. Continental 
cables, however, were easier, The easier 
tone at Paris was pure selling, and this 
led many traders to regard the advance at 
Liverpool as the result of manipulation. 
Exporters reperted large buying orders 
from the continent, however, and one sale 
waa reported to Liverpool of No. 1 northern 
wheat at $1.44. Broomhall cables that the 
crop outlook in several localities in Ruasia 
was decidedly discouraging. Northwest 
receipts were 333 cars, against 195 last week 
and 39% a yearago. At Chicago the receipts 
were placed at 129 caTs, against only 4 a year 
ago. f£oon after the opening, when the 
suspicion relative to the Liverpoo] cablea 
became almost general, the advance was 
retardeg and favorable crop accounts 
caused plenty of realizing.

SPINE AND ANKLES SPRAINED 


It Was Thought for a Time That He 
Was Dangerously Injured, but 
He Is Now Improving. 


_—— 


Foreman S. B. Chapman, of No. 2 hose 
company, on Washington getreet, is Very 
ili at No. 2 engine house, as the result 
Of injuries sustained last Saturday morn- 
ing while attempting to reach his wagon 
in time to leave the engine house. The 
foreman fell through the pole hole to the 
first floor and for a time it was thought 
that he was dangerously hurt. 

He was unconscious for some time, but 
under the attention of physicians and the 
nursing he received from the other firemen 
he began to recover and it is now thought 
that he will be at work after several 
weeks. 

Opinions ag to the cause of the accident 
differ, and it is impossible to tell exactly 
how it occurred. The alarm came in 
shortly. before 3 o'clock Saturday morning, 
and evéry one except the guard was asleep. 
When the bell tapped the firemen hur- 
riedly dressed and made a rush for the 
poles to slide down to the first floor. 
: = is well Known, many of the firemen 

rfomgn this portion of their duty while 
they are still asleep. They become so 
used to answering alarms that they dress 
and slide down the poles before they wake 
up, and some even help in hitching up the 
horses before they realize what they are 
doing. 

It is thought by some that Foreman 
Chapman was asleep when he made his 
jump from the pole and missed his hold, 
causing his precipitation to the floor be- 
low. Foreman Chapman says that when 
he caught the pole another fireman made 
&@ spring at the same time, and that he was 
thrown off, falling to the floor below. He 
blames no one for this, however, for he 
realizes that even should it be as he 
thinks it was an accident. 

The first intimation the firemen had of 
the accident was when they saw the body 
of their foreman fall heavily to the floor, 
where he lay insensible. He was picked 
up as soOOn as possible and taken to his 
bed on the second floor, where he has been 
ever since. 

Dr. Clarence Johnson was summoned and 
he announced that Foreman Chapman's 
ankles were both sprained, while his spine 
and back were severely wrenched. It was 
thought at the time that he would not 
survive his injuries, but under the case 
given him he is slowly recovering, al- 
though it is still impossible to tell whether 
or not he ig injured jnternally. 

Foreman E. J. Setze, of No. 2 hook and 
ladder, is acting foreman of No. 2 hose 
company, and the company is not hamper- 
ed by the injury of Foreman Chapman. 
He is one of the most popular men in the 
fire department and the men of the other 
companies are armxious to see him at work 
again.

workings of the Switchboard. To describe 
these and to tell of their uses would take 
several columns, and would then be under- 
stood only by expert electricians. 

The current passes through a pair of 
magnets, to the resistance lamps, which 
regulate the current, and then to the sto- 
rage batteries in another room. The amime- 
ter and voltmeter may be plugged in at any 
time to test both the charging and dischare- 
ing currents. The ammeter measures the 
quantity of the current and the voltmeter 
measures the pressure into each set of bat- 
teries. 

There are ten circuits in the new sys- 
tem, and an apparatus to show when any of 
them is out of order, another to regulate 
(he pressure and another to show the 
amount of current in the cfireuit. There 
are two sets of batteries for each of the 
ten circuits, one set of which is charging 
and the other discharging all the time. 
One set discharges for twenty-four hours, 
while the other charges. A switch then re- 
verses this order. 

The old batteries of the apparatus which 
have been removed, consisted of 280 cells, 
and it required $2 a year to keep each of 
them supplied. Fifty dollars a year will 
keep all the present batteries supplied, and 
they are guaranteed for three years. The 
new switchboard and batteries were pur- 
chased from the Gamewell Fire Alarm 
Telegraph Company, of New Pork, and Mr. 
A. C, Farrand has been in the city for two 
weeks putting them in working order. 

He is one of the most expert electricians 
in the country, and is carefully testing the 
apparatus at every point. He has found 
an able assistant in Mr. W. B. Walker, 
superintendent of fire alarms of this city. 
Chief Joyner is well pleased with the new 
switchboard and batteries, and expects them 
to pay for themselves in three years. This 
is in actual saving. He succeeded in having 
three new fire alarm boxes placed in the 
city out of the $2,000 appropriated by council 
and counts that much as already saved,

Angry Crowd Made Threats of Lyrtich- 
ing Him on the Street.

POLICE HAVE LIVELY CHASE 


—__-— 
Private Trial of Robert Strickland in 
Office of Chief of Police—Sent to 
Chaingang for Thirty Days. 


Recorder Calhoun held a private trial in 
the office of the chief of police yesterday 
afternoon and fined a negro $% for acting 
in an tndecent,.manner before a lady. 

Yesterday morning a young lady ap- 
proached Patrolman Frank Whitley and 
told him that a negro man had grossly 
insulted her while she was waiting in a 
pliotograph gallery at No. 83% Whitehall 
street. The officer went to the gallery and 
found Robert Strickland, who was posi- 
tively identified as being the man. Strick- 
land was placed under arrest, and while 
the policeman was taking him down the 
stairway he broke away and ran. Then 
followed a chase which lasted for more 
than an hour. Strickland ran up Whitehall 
street and dodged into houses and alleys. 
He went through at least twenty private 
‘residences, sometimes going upstairs and 
hiding in sleeping rooms. He was finally 
captured in the rear of a boarding house 
on Garnett street. 

About one thousand men and boys collect- 
ed at the call box on the corner of White- 
hall street and Trinity avenue while the 
patrol wagon was coming after the prisoner. 
When it was learned that the negro had 
insulted a lady there was talk of lynching 
him then and there. One man in the crowd 
had a rcpe und he cried out: 

“I have the hemp and if you want him 
swung up just say so.” 


Several other men yelled: “‘Lynch him*”’ 


and the officer became uneasy, as he Knew } 


if an effort was made to take the prisoner 
he would be powerless. 

Just as the Crowd was becoming very 
demonstrative the patrol wagon came in 
sight and Patrolman Whitley breathed 
easier. 

Strickland was taken to the police bar- 
racks, and at the request of the @ady he 
was given a private trial in Chief Manly’s 
office. 

The lady making the charges stated that 
she went to the photograph gallery for 
the purpose of getting some pictures, and 
while sitting alone in a front office the 
negro came in. She was afraid to move or 
cry out, not knowing but what she was 
alone in the place with the man. Finally 
a jady connected with the gallery came in 
and she told her of wnat had happened. 
It was decided to report the affair to a 
police officer and Patrolman Whitley was 
notified. 

Strickland said he would take a solemn 
oath that he was not the man who had 
insulted the lady and that he’‘ran from 
the officer because he thought he was 
wanted for a fight which had occurred at 
the baseball park. 

Upon being closely questioned by the re- 
corder, the flady swore positively that 
Strickland was the man who had insulted 
her, and added: 

“I will never forget that negro’s face as 
long as I live.” 

The recorder fined Srtickland $3 and 
costs,which was tantamount to sending him 
to the stockade for thirty days, the full 
limit of the law, as he was unable to pay 
the fine, 

Strickland’s mother and wife were pres- 
ent, and the former asked the recorder to 
reduce the fine and he replied: 

“I have given him the full limit of the 
law and am only sorry I cannot send him 
to the chaingang for twelve months.’’
